consideration by the people’s repre­ 
sentatives. 
The composition of the 
council of the empire or upper house 
of tile national assembly with one- 
half appointed by the emperor and 
twenty-six elected from the nobility 
and clergy, not 
counting scattering 
supporters from other classes, seems 
to insure 
a conservative, 
if not 
a 
pliable 
majority in 
the council 
to 
block the national 
assembly should 
the majority of the latter be in oppo­ 
sition to the crown. 
The government 
carefully retains the pow'or to promul­ 
gate 
“temporary" 
laws 
during 
re­ 
cesses of the parliament and as the 
parliament, is subject to dissolution by 
imperial ukase 
the government 
is 
thus in a position in time of stress to 
rid itself of an obnoxious legislature 
and proclaim such laws as it deems 
necessary to meet the emergency. 
A feature of the law' which seems to 
effectually bar “reds” from member­ 
ship in the national 
assembly, is a 
provision exacting from persons elect­ 
ed an oath 
of fidelity 
to “emperor, 
autocrat and holy Russia.”

7.—Chairman 
Theodore P. Shouts of the Isthmian 
canal commission, under examination 
all day bv the senate canal commit­ 
tee, answered questions technical and 
personal concerning the plans for the 
construction of the great waterway 
and his relations to the organization.

Condors Port, Pa., March 7.—Charles 
Brewster, convicted of the murder of 
Marshal Stryker, his stepfather, was 
hanged in the Potter county Jail here 
during the day. 


New York, March 7 —The trial of 
Berthe Claiclie 
for the 
murder of 
Eiull Gerdron came to sadden termina­ 
tion during the day 
when the young 
French woman pleaded guilty, on ad­ 
vice of her counsel, to manslaughter 
in the first degree. 
That this, how­ 
ever, is not the end of the case and 
that an attempt will be made to con­ 
tinue it as an investigation of a cer­ 
tain class of policemen, 
with Berthe 
d o u c h e as state’s evidence, was made 
plain by statements both of the judge 
before whom the trial was conducted 
and by the defendant’s own counsel. 
Supreme Court Justice Davis, in re­ 
manding the young woman for sen­ 
tence until March 20 and in dismissing 
the jury, said: 
“There are many 
features of the 
case which induced the court to ac­ 
cept and the defendant to offer the 
plea of manslaughter in the first de­ 
gree; and I think when final results 
shall have been reached, and sentence 
imposed, the court will see that the 
interests of justice will he served.” 
Abraham Levy of 
counsel for the 
defense said of Ills client’s plea: 
“I know tile 
maximum penalty Is 
twenty years. 
I know 
she will not 
get it, hut I cannot now explain why 
nor can I say what I expect the sen­ 
tence will be, but of this I am sure, it 
will lie very favorable to the defend 
ant.” 
At the close of tile trial the defend­ 
ant was carried to the Tombs prison 
struggling hysterically with the police 
officers and screaming. 
The plea of the defendant was made 
after her counsel had held a confer­ 
ence with District Attorney Jerome. 
The prosecution 
at the beginning 
declared that Gerdron was hired to 
his death on July 8, last, bv a plot in 
which a policeman 
assisted the de­ 
fendant.

The shipm ents of cotton cloth goods ' 
for the period first mentioned amount- * 
cd to $12,947,530, while for the seven J 
months ending 
January, 1906, they j 
were $19,606,848.

dition of the City of Moorhead is of 


Interest to Brainerd 


Moorhead one the most flourishing 
towns of the famous Red River valley, 
has issued a souvenir publication, which 
displays tho city in the most attractive 
form. 
It contains more than KH ) photo 
gravures of scenes in and about Moor­ 
head, a few of them in the early ’70s, 
when the town was born. 
The illus­ 
trations are excellent, the printing and 
paper being first class and tho publics 
tion a credit to the city. 
Moorhead owes its beginning to the 
Northern Pacific railway, which was 
laid out across the Red river in 
ISH, 
and its name is in honor of William G. 
Moorhead, at that time one of tile direc­ 
tors of the road. Tho first train arrived 
Jan. I, 1872. 
In 1891 the city was in­ 
corporated. 
The city is practically without debt 
and will levy no taxes for city purposes 
th is year, as it has a yearly revenue of 
about SHO,(XKJ derived from the munici­ 
pal water and electric light plant and 
other sources. Tho city has excellent 
educational institutions and all metro­ 
politan improvements such as electric 
cars, gas and electric lighting, paved 
streets, sewer and water system.

is the county seat of Clay county.
